As to claims 1-9,1 1-15,21-29 and 31-35, Applicant alleges that " Crater discloses an applet (an instruction that preserves 
an instance of a software object) transmitted by the confroller with a web page to the client (col. 7, col. 7-10) i.e. the applet is on the web 
server. However, as was discussed in the previous Reply, the cited passage actually states, As used herein, the term "applet" 
refers generically to browser executable instructions transmitted from the controller, preferably with (or adjunct to) a web page. Once 
again, it remains readily apparent from this cited passage (along with the general understanding of internet protocol) that an applet 
executes on a web browser, not a web server ", (p. 8, line 1- p. 9, line 24). The Examiner disagrees. Firstly, the Examiner would like to, 
clarify the interpretation of the claims. A controller is web server and remote computer is the claimed remote computer. Therefore, 
Applicants arguments regarding a web server executing a browser is incorrect. The remote computer executes the browser and displays 
object instances determined and received from a controller see (col. 4, lines 6-27) wherein a monitoring computer display configured 
object instances of the controller. Regarding the limitation of preserving an instance of a software object, Crater teaches the controller 
performing remote access of a database of object items (col. 4, lines 45-65) . Therefore, the software instances must be stored in the 
database ands preserved . 
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
